Japanese government would have to 
agree lie!ore hand to include Pacific 
problems because any practical re­ 
sult of disarmament would have to 
lie based on an amicable settlement 
in the Pacific. 


Officials were plainly Perplexed by 
the Japanese answer and it was a s ­ 
sumed thai no 
formal 
invitation 
naming a date for the conference 
will he prepared until the Japanese 
attitude is cleared up. 


I he possibility o f Japan making 
s o m e such answer had been fore­ 
seen and d is c u s s e d here, but it was 
believed that she would finally

cept unreservedly.

Eamon DeVaiera and Premier Lloyd 
George Center Alone in Downing 
Street For 2 Hours

Completely Satisfactory From Simi 
Fein Viewpoint— Irish Leader 
Confident of Success 


(By United Press) 
London, July 14.— Tho first se s­ 
sion in the Irish peace negotiations 
this afternoon was completely sa tis­ 
factory to the Sinn Fein representa­ 
tives, it was -stated at the conclu­ 
sion of tin1 conference. 
Eamon De Valera 
and 
Premier 
Lloyd 
George 
conferred 
alone in 
Downing street for two hours and 
completed their conference at 7:15. 
“The conference 
w as completely 
atisfaetory 
from our viewpoint,” 
declared Arthur O'Brien who accom ­ 
panied DeVaiera although he 
did 
not participate in the negotiations. 
The conference 
will be resumed 
tomorrow morning. 
Ka mon De Valera shortly before 
s opening eonference with Premier 
Lloyd George today, expressed con­ 
fidence iii the outcome of the Irish 
peace negotiations. 
“ I am sure the atmosphere 
for 
peace 
both in Ireland and Great 
Britain is extremely favorable,” he 
declared iii a statement to the Unit­ 
ed Press. 


“All that remains is to gel down 
to bed rock and negotiate a 
just 
peace.” 
Later in addressing 
the corres­ 
pondents in general, tile Irish leader 
said : 


“No country in Hie world needs 
to understand the 
lo g e 
o f 
Ire­ 
land's cause as much as Great B ri­ 
tain, it is obviously inopportune for 
me to speak 
at length in that re­ 
gard.” 


An official statement was issued 
at Simi Fein headquarters here to 
the effect tfiat the conference 
be­ 
tween De Valera and Lloyd George 
w a s “purely personal” 
The 
Irish 
leader will he accompanied by A>*- 
thur O'Brien and Richard Barton, 
but they will not participate. 


Eamon De Valera, president of the 
“ Irish Republic” and Premier Lloyd 
George had final 
conference 
with 
their respective group of colleagues 
this morning, preliminary to the first 
session 
o f 
the peace negotiations 
scheduled for 4 :30 p. rn. in Downing 
street. 


The British premier was drawing 
up a formal statement o f his gov­ 
ernment's proposals for a settlement.

played and as the gasoline iourisrs 
seldom visit it he remains ignorant 
of the name. Ile is 
too 
wise, 
of 
course to ask the villagers, for no 
matter how small the settlement, any 
native would resent'as a slight pre­ 
vious failure to become acquainted 
with what to him is tile most 
im­ 
portant place in the entire country. 
These markers, in addition to sat­ 
isfying latent curiosity, 
also 
will 
identify various towns which 
have 
figured in the state’s early historv 
or which have gained some reflected 
glory 
through the residence 
of a 
well-known 
writer, 
Artist 
jurist.

Congress of Countries Interested 
Olympic Games Takes in More 
Territory

Athletes Will Take Part in Outdoor 
Sports of New Kind When Next 
Meeting Is Held

ed its work. The object of tile con­

ksi-ing, long distance races 
12 to 18 kins. and 50 to IOO kilo­ 
meters) and jumping.

bobsleighs were not included, being 
udged too complicated.

ing as an Olympic event. It was <lc- 
ided to offer a prize for the 
most 
otewortliv performance in mountain

ither to individuals or to groups.

Today Soviet Russia 
is actually 
buying goods in every highly indus 
tra iled country; England, Germany 
Italy and— from America, 
not 
America, as yet. 
This is a rough summary of wha 
I learn from the Russian Trade De 
agal ion here in London, the chief o 
which is Leonid Krassin; one time 
revolutionist, still a communist, but 
also a man “who believes 
in 
the 
realities,” 
as Soviet attaches here 
say. 
Tn other words Krassin is classer 
by his own people as 'n “practica 
idealist” as 
contrasted 
with 
the 
purely 
theoretical 
communist 
oi 
which Russia has her 
full 
share 
these days. 
One year ago Soviet Russia’s re­ 
putation here in London (except in 
Labor Circles) was blacker probab­ 
ly than in any other country in Eu­ 
rope. 
Today a marvelous transforma­ 
tion has taken place. 
Soviet com­ 
missioners may be seen 
any 
day 
hurrying to and fro in die 
business 
section of London, 
some 
of them 
riding in spanking brand new auto­ 
mobiles, hugging large portfolios of 
specifications, busily engaged in or­ 
dering goods for Russia. 
No longer is the bar 
of silence 
maintained'between the Soviet De­ 
legation and the newspapers. Sov­ 
iet Communiques are is.led with a 
much freedom and move frequently 
than statements come from tho 
oh 
established 
embassies 
of 
France, 
Italy and other powers. 
Apparently, the majority of Lon­ 
don has accepted the Soviet buyers 
as an immediate necessity. 
The Liberal English press and the 
Labor Party organs continually in­ 
sist world reconstruction and Brit­ 
ish prosperity 
is impossible unless 
Russia is opened up and again re­ 
sumes her place iii the list of great 
buying and selling nations. 
Backed^ by 
the 
prestige of the 
British Foreign Office and bv a de­ 
cision of the British Courts, the Sov­ 
iet delegation may acquire, in any 
way it pleases, property, inside Rus­ 
sia and ship same to England. 
Bluntly, the British have legalized 
confiscations in Russia, but certain­ 
ly they do not encourage any such 
maneuver on the part of the Moscow 
government. 
Bulk of business opinion, and the 
verdict 
of 
the 
British 
diplomats 
would seem to be: Let’s straighten 
out the bygones in Russia somehow 
or 
other— but* meanwhile we .must 
not let past errors hinder the press­ 
ing business of rehabilitating com­ 
mercial relations. 
England— in 
the midst of wide­ 
spread trade depression— wants to 
sell goods and revive home prosper­ 
ity. Russia, according to the Soviet 
representatives, is a great market 
and offers gold and other credits as 
guarantees for 
purchases. 
Briefly 
the two nations are getting togeth­ 
er commercially. 
France may protest; America may 
stand amazed at 
the spectacle 
of 
England fraternizing with the Sov­ 
iet government— but the Soviet dele­ 
gation here is not worrying much. 
They confidently believe they will be 
trading with the United States be­ 
fore long; and they don’t care a rap 
about French protests. 
“France has nothing to sell,” the 
Soviet representatives say: “She has 
only her enormous debts for money 
loaned the corrupt Czarist govern­ 
ment; much of which was used 
to 
maintain the Grand Dukes in pro­ 
fligate luxury. We will talk of these 
French 
debts 
later— now 
we are 
preoccupied 
trying 
to reestablish 
Russia of today.
